At the end of 1888, according to ad- 
vanos aheeta of Poor's Manual for 1889, 
the aggregrate length of all lines in this 
country was 156,032 miles, all built in 
sixty years, the average milesgs psr year 
being nearly '2,W0. 

There is scarcely any demand for loco- 
motives. The locomotive establishments 
of the country can build about 3,000 an- 
nually, but at present the railroads are 
buying about 1,000. A locomotive can 
now be bought for $8,000, or lesa than 
the coet of building, but it pays the shops 
to run even at a moderate loss instead of 
standing idle. Tbe manufacturera say 
the railroada are five years ahead of the 
country; that is, that it will take five 
years for the country to grow sufficiently 
to give all the railroads now built anongh 
bnsinssato make them pay.
